Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision reversed the Examiner on 
March 19, 2012. Claims 1-8, 10-16 and 32-35 are pending in this application and 
allowed. 


Withdrawn Rejections 

1 . Rejection of claims 1 , 4-5, 7-8, 1 0-1 4, 1 6 and 35 under 35 U.S. C. 1 02(b) as 
being anticipated by Chan (US Patent No. 6,210,896) is hereby withdrawn in view of 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision rendered on March 19, 2012. 

2. Rejection of claims 1 , 4-5, 7-8, 1 0-1 4, 1 6 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as 
being anticipated by Chan (US Patent No. 6,355,420) is hereby withdrawn in view of 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision rendered on March 19, 2012. 

3. Rejection of claims 1, 4-5, 7-8, 10-14, 16 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Chan (US Patent No. 6,355,420) is hereby withdrawn in view of 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision rendered on March 19, 2012. 

4. Rejection of claims 1 , 3-5, 7-8, 1 0-1 4, 1 6 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chan (US Patent No. 6,210,896) is hereby withdrawn in view 
of Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision rendered on March 19, 
2012. 

5. Rejection of claims 2, 6, 1 5 and 32-34 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chan (US Patent No. 6,210,896) as applied to claims 1, 3-5, 7-8, 10- 
14, 16 and 35 above, in view of Thompson et al (US Patent No. 5,324,637) is hereby 
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withdrawn in view of Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) decision 
rendered on March 19, 2012.
